THE  FRIEND  TO  rEACE.— No.  VI. 

THE  antipathy  of  our  rulers  to  the 
French  revolution,  and  their  deter- 
mined icfulution  to  force  us  into  a  war 
with  that  nation  !  as  well  as  their 
ihong  attachment  to  the  Britifh  go- 
vernment, nnti  theii  defneof  forming 
a  clofe  connection  with  that  govern 
jnent  ;  can  be  proved  nnqneltiuuably , 
by  their  fubmitting  without  com  plaint, 
to  the  many  injuries  done  to  our  citi- 
zens by  the.  orders  of  the  briiilh  go- 
vernment fince  the  ratification  of  the 
Britifh  treaty  ;  and  by  many  facts 
winch  have  not  yet  been  Rated,  in  a- 
Dy  ot  my  prccecding  numbers. 

It  is  univeri'ally  known,  that  the 
Briti!li  have,  contrary  to  that  treaty, 
captured  a  great  number  of  our  veliels. 
The  pielident  himfelf  admits  it  to  be 
the  cafe,  in  an  anfwer  wiiich  he  gave 
to  in  add  re  Is  from  Jie  inhabitants  of 
Portfmouth  in  Virginia. 

JJtu  ye-tj  although  it  was  his  duty  to 
lay  a  Hare  of  inch  matters  Lv'tore  con- 
grefs;  and  although  fmiiar  depreda- 
tions, when  committed  by  the  French 
on  our  commerce,  have  been  the  con- 
Bant  theme  of  nis  communications  to 
that  bo.ly  ;  yet  has  he  never  once  mcn- 
tio-icd  to  thorn,  r  i>e  fubjetft  of  Britiih 
fpoliations.  The  houfe  of  representa- 
tives appear  to  have  been  actuated  by 
the  la  ne  principle:  ,  for  after  having 
taken  every  Hep  in  their  power,  to 
Jllunge  this  ccr-itry  into  a  war  with 
France,  in  tonfeqoejjtee  ot  the  depre- 
dations commit  tea  by  her  0.1  our  com 
merci; ;  tlu y  by  a  majority  of  47  a- 
saini  ~-'  voles  rejected  the  following 
refolutioif  which  v/as  propofed  to 
them  :  "  Refolved  that  the  prefjdenl 
of  the  United  States  be  reqnefted  to 
caufcto  hi  laid  before  this  houfe,  fuch 
information  as  he  poiied'es,  refpec'tiug 
the  conduct  which  has  been  obferved 
by  the  .-iritilh  govt rnment,  or  by  per- 
fbns  acting  or  prefer*  ling  to  act  by  or 
under  the  authority  thereof,  towards 
the  neutral  rights  and  commerce  of 
the  U  uited  States  ;  fince  the  ratificati- 
on of  the  fubiilling  treaty  of  amiry, 
ommerrc  and  navigation"  ;  and  the  I 
debate  in  the  fenate,  on  the  bill  "  to 
decli re  ;he  treaty  with  France  void 
and  or  no  cried"  which  waa  publiihed 
itl  the  lj.lt'  Kentucky  Ckizette.  putts  be- 
yon  1  all  doubt,  what  are  their  real 
fen  imciir-!  on  rhi>  fabjr&i  If  there 
were  no  fecret  cafttfas  for  the  condud 
of  our  rulers  towards  France,  how 
ca'i  rife  if  eon  dud  tovards  Britain  be 
accounted  for  ;  were  not  the;  fpolia- 
tions  com  mitred  by  her  orders  on  our 
coiiiiiierce,  as  injurious  to  our  citi- 
zens, as  contrary  to  the  treaty,  and  as 
in  i  .'ident  with  the  rights  of  Ameri- 
ca as-an  in  dependent  nation  ,  as  acti- 
ons of  the  fame  kind  were,  When  com 
ui'tted  by  ihc  orders  of  the  French 
government  .'  And  if  the  improper 
conduct  of  the  French  in  this  refpect, 
w  is  a  faflkcient  cauf;  to  j*Hify  the 
entering  into  a  war  with  that  nation  ; 
why  was  a  fimilar  condud  on  the  part 
of  Britain,  couriered  by  the  Fre- 
fident  and  congrefs,  as  an  improper 
fubjed,  even  for  an  enquiry. 

I  have  Hated  in  a  former  number, 
that  the  publishing  the  cominum'cati. 
ons  from  our  late  envoys,  after  the 
the  former  fVefident  had  on  another 
occa'ioH,  rcfufed  to  give  congrefs  fi 
"rnilar  information  £  was  a  trick  prac- 
ticed by  the  government  party,  and 
that  it  was  probably  don?  at  the  fpe- 
cirl  inliar.ee  ofihe  pre fc lit  prcfideiu  : 
his  fubfeqnent  communications,  have 
r  ot  rhi-  beyond  all  doubt.  On  the  2d. 
oflprilthe  houfe  of  reprefentatives 
called  upon  the  prefident  for  his  in 
(Ir-.^'.innsto,  and  the  com  munications 
fro-n  .  our  en  voys,  and  he  laid  them 
before  congrefs  on  the  3d.  of  that 
month.  A  letter  from  the  fecretary 
of  State  to  our  envoys,  containing  fur- 
ther i.Atructions,  aud  bearing  date 


the  23d.  of  march  1798,  has  thisclaufe 
in  it  j  m  It  is  proper  to  apprize  you 
that  a  motion  has  been  marie  in  the 
le.iate.  and  will  doubtlefs  be  repeated 
in  the  houfe  of  reprefentatives,  to  de- 
lire  the  prefident  "to  lay  before  them 
your  communications  ;  'and  hi  Witt 
probably  be  under  the  necefjity  oj  doing 
it;  only  mith-ho!dirg  the  tw'i  i:smJi 
which  you  promt/id  fhov.ld  in  no  event  bt. 
mad:  public."  none  of » he  public  prints 
which  have  reached  this  country, 
make-any  mention  of  fuch  a  motion's 
having  been  made  in  the  fenate  ;  and 
the  prelidents  mefiage  declares,  that 
he  lays  tin-  papers  betore  congiefs  in 
conlVquetice  of  the  redueit  of  the 
houle  of  reprefentatives"  and  yet,  e- 
levfen  days  before  this  recjutll  wai 
made,  he  knows  that  it  is  to  be  made, 
and  has  determined  ontheaniwtr  he 
is  to  give;  although  the  Utter  f  0111 
the  fe<  retai  y  of  the  itate  (Irongly  car- 
ries with  it  the  idea,  that  nothing  but 
camptrMuh  could  induce  him  to  com- 
ply with  the  itquflt.  \\  hence  that 
compuliion  c;uld  liave  been  appie- 
Jiended.  1  cannot  conceive,  when  ihe 
prttAJept  in  the  cafe  of  the  Britifh 
treaty,  bad  refufed  to  coinjdy  with 
fi'th  a  rcquefl,  as  being  unconflituti- 
onal  ;  and  the  houfe  of  r?prefenta- 
tives,  had  acquiefced  in  that  refufal. 
1  he  conformity  of  this  coinmunicat i- 
011  w  hen  made,  at  the  end  of  eleven 
days,  after  thf  tlate  of  the  feci  ".-tar)  's 
letter,  to  that  letter  ;  proves  that  the 
who'.e  bufipeii  had  betn  planned  and 
fettled  in  the  cabinet,  long  before  the 
motion  was  made  in  the  houfe  of  re- 
prefentatives. Itcontains  thisclaufe; 
"  I  tranfmit  to  both  hordes  the  inflic- 
tions and  difpatches  from  the  envoys 
extraordinary  from  the  United  States 
to  the  French  republic,  which  were 
mentiouetl  in  my  incllage  of  the  17th  of 
March  Uft,  c::;:t::;:g  only  fomt  r.ams> 
and  a  jew  exprejjions  difcriptive  only  of 
the  pcrfons."  ,  It  is  remarkable  aifo, 
that  fhhough  the  communication  was 
made  by  the  prefident  on  the  qd  of  A- 
pril,and  the  inltruclions  w  hicli  he  has 
now  published,  were  dated  on  the  23d 
of  March,  thai  he  did  nut  lay  thofe  iij- 
ilructions  before  congrefs.  It  is  trut, 
they  were  not  fpecially  called  for  by 
that  body,  becaule  they  did  nor  know 
titat  they  had  been  given  ;  but  the 
prelUlent  who  had  then  actually  given 
tiiofe  inlti  nc'tions,  if  he  had  intended 
to  have,  given  congrefs  full  informa- 
tion on  the  fubjet't,  would  haye  laid 
them  before  that  body,  with  the  oth- 
er papers  then  fent  by  him  :  but  as 
thefe  inflruclions  did  not  breathe  the 
moft  pacific  difpolition,  and  as  they 
were  evidently  intended  by  him,  to 
put  an  end  to  the  negotiation;  it 
would  not  have  been  as  frfe  to  lay 
tiieni  before  congrefs,  at  that  time-, 
when  he  wanted  to  induce  thetp  to 
come  into  his  war  mcafures;  as  he 
has  fuppofed  it  to  be,  fince  they  havx 
actually  adopted  thofe  meafures. 

In  the  laft  ccmnuMiic.uiou  i-'-m!:  Lv 
r!u  .vchdent  to  congrefs,  after  having 
told  them,  that  he  expected  the  nego- 
tiation with  the  French  government 
waa  before  that  time,  at  an  end,  he 
add3  ,  I  vull  never  fcndt  another  t'/in- 
ifler  to  France,  without  ailurances, 
1  hat  lie  will  be  received,  refpected  and 
honored,  as  the  repreientari re  of  a 
great,  free,  powerful  and  iudepend- 
cnt  nation."  And  in  his  anfw  er  given 
to  an  addrefs  from  the  inhabit u •  s  <>f 
VV^aOridgton  county,  in  the  Hate  of 
Maryland,  he  fays;  "  i  lliall  meet  w  ith 
lincerity,  any  honorable  overtures  of 
that  nation,  but  I  J7:eiil  wake  W  fffire 
otttrhaHetV — Ferpetiml  war.  muH  be 
the  confequence  of  this  refidmiun. 
for  if  this  negotiation  is  at  an  end, 
and  he  will  never  fend  another  minif- 
ter  until  France  fhall  do,  w  liar  from 
her  pctffent  fituation,  we  have  very 
liitie  reaiou  io  9Xj?k&        vviil  uo; 


there  is  no  profpecl  of  an  accomoda- 
tion taking  plate.  The  language  u- 
fed  by  him  in  this  menage,  dilcuvers 
a  degree  of  pailion  and  refentment, 
unbecoming  the  chief  magiltrate  of  a 
nation  \  and  when  addrell'ed  10  con- 
grefs, who,  by  the  conllitation,  have 
the  fole  power  of  making  peace  and 
war;  difcovers  anintcntion  on  his 
part,  to  frutliate,  as  far  as  was  in 
his  power,  all  attempts  to  prevent  a 
war.  No  abfo'.nte  monarch  on  earth, 
could  have  uled,  more  pofiiive  and 
imperious  language,  when  declaring 
his  intentions  to  hisfubjects  ;  than  the 
piclidcnt  has  don<-  on  this  oicalion,to 
the  legiHatuve  of  the  L  nitcd  States, 
to  whom  the  conllitution  entrulls  ex- 
clulively,  the  pow  er  of  making  peace 
and  war.  If  he  difcovers  fuch  dlfpp- 
fitions  now,  what  may  we  not  exped 
frrJm  him,  after  congrefs  have  delega- 
ted a  jew  more  luiconititutional  pow- 
ers to  him. 

The  present's  ^fwers  to  many  ol 
the  aJd: i  lies  prelcntcd  10  him,  aj-pvo- 
vingof  his  conduct,  prove  his  arcior 
ami  inclination  for  war  ;  and  in  the 
aofwe«  Piven  by  him  to  addrelits 
auai:  ft  a  war,  he  has  evidently  dtfeo- 
veied  his  difapprobation  of,  and  his 
difpleafure  at,  the  fenti mvnts  they 
contained.  •  In  one  of  thele  anfwers, 
he  fays,  "If  it  would  anfwer  any  good 
um  p'.fe,  I  would  deprecate  with  vou, 
the  horrors  of  war,  w  iih  the  moll  anx- 
ious folicitude  ;  but,  when  the  un- 
ci er  of  heaven  points  out  war  as  our 
onW  'refource,  it  becomes  unvianiy  to 
deplore,  and  uvchriiy^n  to  repine," 
Vain  and  impious  roan;  are  you  fo 
puffed  up  with  vanity,  and  the  adula- 
tion w  hich  has.  b*f-n  paid  jou.  as  to 
ailunie  to  yonrlclt,  part  of  the  attri- 
butes of  the  Peitj  ?*  Is  it  unmanly  to 
J-.p/u  j,  the  mifery  and  w  i  etchednefs 
which  arc  about  to  oveifpread  our 
once  happy  land  ;  and  the  lots  of  OU* 
;n£tiimable  liberties  ?  Is  it  unekniftfa* 
to  repine  at  a  war  brought  upon  us  by 
your,  tolly, .or  wickediiefsl  ^efore 
yoii  c-.u  perfuade  us  that  U  tht  fiv^tr^ 
of  Heaven  points  out  war  as  our  only 
refource,"  you  mult  convince  us  that 
you  have  fetn  \he  firi\tt*  of  the  hand 
wrttirtg  cn  the  veaii,  srfhdohaf  von  and 
yontjitl/i  men,  liavc  been  able  to  read 
and  iuterpiet  tri:)y,  /hat  fi  there 
written;  others ife,  vrc  Ihall  lear, 
that  your  und?rltai  dings  have  been 
blinded,  or  yrMir  hearts  hardened,  lo 
as  not  to  unci?:  Hand  or  obey,  what 
was  fent  from  Heaver,  to  warn  you  of 
the  miferies  and  .  calamities,  which 
your  meafures  are  about  to  bring  on 
your  unhappy  country. 

War,  with  all  its  attendant  evils,  is 
net  the  w  orlt  which  the  mcafurts  pin  - 
hied  by  our  rulers,  gives  us  jull  eaqfe 
to  apprehend.  Even  their  wkkednefs 
or  folly,  could  not  have  induced  them 
to  enter  into  Inch  a  meafure,  unlefs 
-they  had  confide.red  the  doing  ol  it, 
as  one  of  the  r.ecell'ary  niesins  to  ob- 
tain their  real  and  favorite  obje-.t  

the  dell  ruction  of  our  liberties,  and 
the  republican  principles  in  our  gov- 
ernment. They  knew  well  and  ex- 
perience has  already  proved  to  u:,  that 
in  times  of  real  or  pretended  dancer, 
tire  people  would  always  be  willing 
to  give  up  for  a  time,  thofe  checks 
which  the  conHirntion  piovhLi  a- 
gainlt  the  abufe  of  power  :  and  they 
truHed,  that  the  powers  which  they 
Ihouhl  receive  during  the  alarm  would 
enable  them  to  retain  them  forever  af- 
terwards. The  giving  of  inmeceflary 
powers,  is  the  acft  of  a  moment;  butthc- 
recailinc  of  them,  can  feldom  be  effec- 
ted but  by  rueat  danger,  ejepence  and 
lofs  of  blood.  The  e%t.ithas  more  than 
juHified  tlieir  expectations  ;  ll.c  ca- 
Rernefs  with  which  a  great  part  of 
the  people,  and  a  rr.aj.aity  of  their 
reprefen'atives,  have  come  into  their 
ucaiurss;     fciid  thk  iaciliiy  wiih 


which  they  have  furrendered  intd 
iheii  hands,  their  dearell  rights  ;  mult 
have  exceeded  their  molt  f anguine 
hopes.  But  they  lear  that  ihat  which 
has  been  done  and  given  under  the  o- 
peiation  ot  deh;!ion ,  w  ill  he  undone 
and  lecalled,  as  foon  as  that  dcluii.  a 
is  done  away:  they  w  ilh  thei  efoi  e,  to> 
put  it  out  of  the  power  of  the  people 
to  do  this.  Strong  as  the  arm  of  go- 
vernment is  now  made,  they  feur  t  hat 
when  the  people  are  orce  1  oufeu  fi  c  m 
thtir  pre i<  nt  lc.hai gy,  they  will  be  a-  . 
hie  to  re  Hoi  e  every  thing  to  the  rOnfll« 
tutional  b'cu:ndaries  ;  although  l!ie 
;. .  •  le  tO-bi  ing  ihingfe  to  that  llnte, 
11. ay  be  arduous  and  dangerous.  'J  hey 
therefore  naturally  rook  our  for  fome 
foreign  alhllnr.ce,  which  will  befufli- 
citnt  LO  enable  t;:ein  to  letain  all  the 
powers  which  may  now  either  Le  giv- 
en to,  or  aliumtd  by  them,  in  0ppo« 
liiion  to  every  tfiort,  thrt  bail  be 
hereafter  made  by  the  people  to  re- 
gain thtm.  •  hi  itlfLfing  ti.is  foieigu 
iiHiHaiue,  thc;e  was  |frtle  rccm  lot 
htlitation.  A  republican  government 
would  iit  ver  alliH  ;i:em  ffl  eHablifu- 
ing  an  abfoliit-  gar  f  r:;mcnt,  on  the 
dcllruifiion  of  our  iibvrties,  but  art 
abfolute  governmeot  vi'ould  conifider 
it  not  only  as  giving  a  vital^  bio^v 
to  republics  i;i  general,  to  deihoy 
American  liberty  ;  Lot  as  a  intai.s 
of  Hrcngthening  its  own  particular 
governments  Between  the  abfolute 
1 .0  ■ r.n.i-nts,  the  choice  was  aa  re-

All  their  meafurcs  ]»oint  to  this  ob- 
ject.

And  our  in- 
lets know  well,  that  if  fuch  an  all;- 
I  an:e  can  oi.ee  l.t  fenced,  that  tj>«-y  ' 
j  may  always  cftery  urc's.  fal'ely  rwl/

qnal  degree  oi  aftonilhment

CHARLESTON,  June  25. 

Arrived  fhip  Cornelia  Ele- 
onora,  Wuffecken,Bourdeaux 
'  60  days. 

The  EngHfh  veffels  of  war 
ha  1  captured  fo  many  of  the 
French  privateers,  arid  Co  ma- 
ny of  the  American  velTels 
had  been  reftored  that  were 
captured,  and  heavy  cofts  ad- 
judged  againft  the  captors, 
that  the  armatenrs  or  owners, 
were  difcouraged,  andic  was 
tho't  that  privateering  would 
be  abandoned. 

The  reports  at  Bourdeaux 
when  captain  WufTecken  fail- 
ed, were,  that  Gen.  Buona- 
parte was  at  13  reft :  thatfour- 
te<  n  hundred  gun-boats  were 
collected  there  :  that  fifty 
thou  fa  nd  .men  had  already 
embarked  ;  and  that  the  de- 
fcent  on  England  would  be 
attempted  in  four  or  five, 
weeks  after  the  23d  of  April. 
Four  hundred  of  the  gun  boats 
it  was  faid,  were  calculated 
to  throw  (hells. 

Verbal  accounts  gathered 
from  this  vcfFel,  fay,  that  the 
Toulon  fleet,  confining  of 
the  Venetian'  veftels,  and  thofe 
which  were  in  Toulon,  had 
joined  the  fleet  at  Brett  ;  that 
on  their  way,  they  had  ap- 
peared 00  Madeira,  where 
they  deuroyed,  a  number  of 
nYmng  veffels,  and  fome  En- 
glifn  Ihips ;  that  a  number  of 
Trench  privateers  had  fallen 
hi  with  28  fail  of  Jamaica 
ttien,  and  captured  (Jte  whole  ; 


fix  of  the  prizes  had  arrived 
at  the  Cordovan,  when  the 
Cornelia  Kleonora  left  it. 

American  veffels  were  ar- 
riving and  departing  as  ufu- 
al ;  and  there  was  no  report 
or  appearance  of  an  immedi- 
ate rupture  with  America. 

Captain  Fuller,  of  the  brig 
Friendlhip,  which  arrived  on

But,  we  are  tcld  thai  war,  and  this 
alliance,  are  the  only  n^eans  by  which 
our  liberty  and  independence  can  be 
f-curcd.  Lei  us  judge  of  thvf'uth  of 
this  aflertion,  by  the  real  fentiments 
of  thofe  who  are  moft  clamorous  foi 
their  adoption.  There  is  not  en  old 
tory  in  America,  who  does  notefponfe 
this  opinion.  How  long  is  it  Qficc 
this  valuable  clafs  of  men  have  be- 
come converts  to,  and  advocates 
for  the  liberty  and  independence 
of  America  ?  When  I  fee  a  black- 
tnoor  wadied  white,  I  fhall  believe, 
that  thefe  men  have  changed  their 
principles,  and  are  really  in  earnell 
von:,  in  their  profeiTions  of  regard  to 
our  liberties  and  independence,  which 
they  fo  long  labored  to  prevent  M 
from  obtaining  ;  but  until  this  mail 
happen,  I  fhall  continue  to  think  that 
they  advocate  the  preferit  fyllein  of 
our  government,  becaufc  they  know 
thr.t  its  certain  tendency  is,todeflroy 
eur  liberty  and  independence.  Such 


of  the  Brillfli  (hbj'eeU »i  are  now  in 
America,  not  for  the  purpofe  of  be- 
coming permanent  reiidents  of  our 
country,  but  with  a  view  of  ieturning 
to  their  own,  as  fcon  as  they  have,  like 
fo  many  leeches,  lucked  out  our  rich- 
eft  blood,  are  alio  the  warm  advocates 
of  thefe  meafures.  But  the  man  who 
has  no  lalting  intereft  in  our  country, 
who  can  leave  it  at  half  an  hour's  no- 
tice, and  wlro,  after  having  afiifted  to 
kin Jle  a  fire  which  will  cunfume  it, 
can  iide  away  with  pleafure  and  with 
fafety  by  the  light  of  the  blaze,  ought 
never  to  be  permitted  to  dictate  to  us 
the  line  of  conduct  whipii  we  lhould 
purfue. 

An  Eng'iihman,  a  Scotchman  or  an 
Iriihinan,  who  intends  to  become  a 
permanent  citizen  of  America,  and  to 
leave  his  pjfterity  here  ;  and  who, 
from  an  attachment  to  the  rights  of 
man,  or  from  his  knowledge  of  the 
oppreUions  of  the  government  which 
he  has  left  ;  is  a  real  friend  to  the  li- 
berty and  independence  of  America  ; 
is  our  brother,  and  an  American  by 
choice  and  adoption  :  but  a  man  of 
any  country,  who  is  adverfe  in  fenti- 
inent  to  the  rights  of  man,  who  is  ab- 
jecl  enough,  to  kifs  the  rod  of  power  ; 
and  bap  enough,  to  conient  to  bend 
the  knee  ti  fo?;;:,  that  he  may  tyran 
nize  over  other's,  is  our  foe,  and  ought 
to  be  confi  iered  as  a  rral  alien,  even 
if  born  in  Aineiica.  If  it  is  laid  that 
many,  very  many,  who  are  among  the 
bell  ami  mole  virtuous  of  our  citizens, 
c;ive  their  fancHon  to  the  pre  lent  mea- 
luresofour  government  ;  I  admit  h 
to  be  a  truth,  and  one  which  is  great- 
ly to  be  lamented.  But  thefe  men  dj 
not  approve  of  thefe  meafures  which 
Piey  are  ready  to  fupport  ;  they  are 
deceived  as  to  the  necefiity  of  them  ; 
they  are  not  lufliciemly  imprerl'cd 
with  their  confttpiences  •  and  they 
do  dot  draw  the  true  dillir.c'ticti  be- 
tween declaring  a  diftpprobation  of 
the  meafures  of  government,  while 
we  fubmit  to  them — and  oppofing 
laws  by  force.  Wouhl  to  Cod,  thai 
this  part  of  our  country  men  could 
be  brought  ferioufly  to  reflect  on  the 
certain  confequenccs  of  the  nicafures 
which  they  now  advocate;  and  on 
the  real  objecls  of  thofe  with  whom 
they  are  now  allocated,  if  'this  could 
once  take  place,  we  ihould  no  longer 
be  a  divided  people:  but  unite  in 
making  a  change  of  men,  and  calling 
for  a  change  of  meafures  :  and  until 
this  dclirable  change  could  he  effect- 
ed, in  oppofing  in  a  conlUtutional 
manner  all  the  real  enemies  to  our 
liberty  and  independence  ;  whether 
they  are  within,  or  without  our  coun 

Independence  as  a  nation,  if  it  could^ 
be  effected  without  retaining  our  li 
ivc-ri  ic-s  as  a  people,  would  be  of  no 
value-:  United  they  are  invaluable, 
but  fcparate  them,  and  the  f?emipg 
profperky  of  the  nation  would  enly 
encreafe  the  bitternefs  of  our  fituati- 
on,  ariling  from  the  lofs  of  our  liber- 
ties. We  nii«hr  be  the  fu  hi  eels  of  a 
powerful  matter,  but  we  ihould  be 
reduced  to  the  mcft  abject  poflibTe 
Hate  of  human  milery — th(Wt-bv  being 
the  flaves  of  our  own  fervams.
